The bodies of five of the occupants were 
found terribly mutilated in an orchard, 
nearly. a quarter of a mile from where the 
main part of the fuselage crashed.. .. 

The. sixth occupant, Colonel Henderson, 
the famous air pilot, was found still 
strapped to the pilot’s seat. -He was 
breathing, but died within a few minutes. 

The main part of the fuselage, with one 
wing attached, fell in the garden of 
Cottage Meads, a little bungalow on the 
prow of a hill on the outskirts of the 
village, embedding itself in the earth only 
three feet from the back door. : 

The engine of the machine fell in the 
‘rive of ““Leylands,” an adjoining 
house, a wing fluttered down two miles 
away near the village of Harvel, and the 
tail and one of the seats were picked up 
ebout five hundred yards away from 
Cottage Meads. 


PETROL TANKS INTACT. 

One extraordinary feature of the acci- 
dent is that when the wreekage “was 
examined later the petrol tanks were 
found intact. This, and the absence of 
any signs of fire, are thought to rule out 
any suggestion of an explosion in mid-air. 

The Gravesend police and the local 
police had the task of picking up the 
scattered remains of the victims. The 
hodies were placed in a van and taken 
io the King’s Arms Hotel to await 
definite identification. 

Mr. °F. Moore, son of the proprietor 
of the King’s Arms Hotel, Meopham 
Green, heard a crash, and rushed into 
ihe street in time to see the fuselage 
hurtle into the garden of Cottage Meads. 
‘I dashed up the road and found that 
the pilot was still in his seat in the 
vreckage,” Mr. Moore said to a repor- 
ter. ‘* He was just breathing, but died 
n a few seconds. Then we’ commenced 
t'e heart-rending task of picking up the 
vittims and taking them back to my 
father’s hotel. I have never seen such a 
ch?ptly sight ia my life.

A SAD TASK. 


There were pathetic scenes when 
relatives and friends of the six victims of 
the crash arrived at Meopham Green later 
in the evening to fulfil the sad task of 
identifying the bodies of their dear ones. 
Among them was General Cannot. 

They were taken by sympathetic police 
officers to the hut where the bodies were 
lying, and as a policeman unlocked the 
door the two. women in the party broke 
down. They were too grief-stricken to 
enter and‘ stood outside, overcome. 
‘General Cannot and the other men 
emerged a few moments later, nodding 
their heads sorrowfully. 

Before the party left. a police officer 
entered the hut and brought out some 
stained and torn clothing which one of the 
women identified. 

Mrs. Henderson was a pathetic figure. 
Accompanied by a friend she stood on 
the old-world village green, hatless and 
dry-eyed. She seemed too dazed to realise 
the magnitude of the accident and that 
her husband, with whom she had flown 
only a few hours before, was dead. A 
little later she walked down the narrow 
lane to Cottage Meads and stood for a 
time gazing at the crumpled fuselage.

FINDING THE BODIES.

VILLAGERS SEARCH FOR 
WRECKAGE, 


As soon as the magnitude of the acci- 
dent “was realised search parties were 
organised, and one by one the bodies were 
found, where they lay in the deep im- 

ssions they had made in the soft earth. 
Slowly they were carried to a cart and 
taken to a small wooden hut at Meopham 
Green. 

For hours after the accident search for 
wreckage was continued over a wide area. 
Villagers, farm workers and others came 
to the police bearing with them parts of 
the wrecked. machine. . Some of them 
brought personal belongings. Here was a 
vanity bag, there an umbyella, somewhere 
else a safety razor in its case. 

Although the fuselage had lost most of 
its weight before it hit the ground, it fell 
with such force that the metal body and 
wings were crumpled up like paper, and 
were deeply embedded in the earth. Long

The following is the text of Mr. Cramp's 
statement made yesterday: “ The position 
now is that we have met several officers 
—not nese the Great Southern 
Railway Company, who could not give us 
an assurance of unconditional reinstate- 
ment of the men who had been dismissed 
for refusing to handle traffic to or from 
the Trish Omnibus Company. 

** We. have. also received a letter. from 
the Irish Omnibus Company, stating that 
they have no dispute with. the National 
Union of Railwaymen, and also that the 
company cannot interfere in the domestic 
concerns of another company.  They-have. 
therefore, declined to meet us. . — 

_“* This has been reported to my execu- 
tive committee, who have decided to call 
upon all our members on the Great 
Southern Railway to cease work as from 
midnight on July 22nd.” 

_In all, Mr. Cramp told our representa- 
tive, twelye thousand men will be involved 
in the general strike, and already four 
hundred employés of the Irish Omnibus 
Company have ceased work in consequence 
of the refusal of the Irish Omnibus Com- 
pany to recognise the claim of the men to 
belong to the National Union of Railway- 
men, 

_ The. Great Northern Railway will not be 
involved, as the executive of the N.U.R. 
have decided to fight the trouble on the 
Great Southern Railways. 


STRIKE PAY. 

The men, who will come on strike if a 
settlement is not reached before the ap- 
pointed time, will receive strike pay at the 
rate of 24s, per week. | 
In his statement Mr. Cramp added— 

The feeling among the men is of such an 
extent that it surprised me. . The men feel 
that trade unionism is at stake. and they 
also feel that, if the 'bus companies are to 
be outside the scope of iol unionism, 
their own position would be greatly 
worsened in the diversion of traffic from 
rail to road. 

‘ The Government has not communi- 
cated with us at all. We have informed 
them, as a.matter of courtesy, about the 
decision. to call a strike. and, of course. 
we have not had time for a reply. 

IT am sorry that we have had to take 
this step, because I want to see this 
country go forward. We have a lot oi 
membérs here, and I want to see the rail- 
ways prosperous, and the country pros- 
perous, as well as the people, who are 
equally as much to me as my members in 
every part of the British Isles. I am 
extremely sorry that through the atti- 
tude of the railway people it has been 
necessary to tako this step.’’

THE WORKERS’ UNION. 

The following statement has been issued 
by Mr. James Larkin, the General Secre- 
tary of the Workers’ Union of Ireland :— 

“ The statement attributed to the 
officials of the Irish Omnibus Company, 
that ‘ they have not declined, nor do not 
desire to decline, ‘full recognition of appro- 
priate trade unions,’ is a deliberate mis- 
statement. The Workers’ Union of 
Ireland, who have the largest membership 
of motor “bus drivers, conductors and 
garagemen in the Free State, wrote to Mr. 
Baynham, Secretary Manager of the Irish 
Omnibus Company, over a year ago, on 
three different occasions, with reference to 
the wages and conditions governing their 
employes, and got no reply to their com- 
munications. Again, when the I.0.C. took 
over the Contemptible "Bus Company, we 
wrote the company in connection with the 
non-employment of the men who had 
worked the Contemptible ‘buses. In 
January of this year we wrote the Irish 
Omnibus Company with reference to the 
dismissal of men working in the garage, 
Broadstone, where the men were workin 
25 per cent. below the: Dublin itonturd 
rate, and six hours in excess of the recog- 
nised normal week. We never received 
even an acknowledgment of our letters. 

'“On July 9th we were approached by 
an Official of the Irish Omnibus Com- 
pany and invited to meet some persons 
alleged to be acting for the company with 
a view to arranging a settlement of the 
present dispute. We refused to enter 
into any negotiations behind the backs of 
our brothers of the National Union of 
Railwaymen. We have a large number 
of our members out in this dispute. They 
will live up to the principle of their 
union, ‘An injury to one is the concern 
of all.’ 

“The question of Irish and British 
unions does not arise at the moment. 
That vital question must be settled by 
the Irish working-class when they so 
choose. This is not the time, nor is it 
the question at issue. The question must 
be put in this form: ‘Have the men 
engaged in road transport the right to 
form a union? Have they need of a 
union? Are the wages paid adequate for 
their needs? Are the hours worked con- 
ducive to their health and the safety of 
the public? Are the conditions governing 
their work such as should be enjoyed by 
men giving useful service to the com- 
munity?’ It is too late in the day to 
deny men and women the right to choose 
their own representatives.”’

POSITION ON THE COAST. 

The strike position on the eastern section 
of the Great Southern Railways yesterday 
was as before. There are no trains runnin 
between Greystones and Dublin, all the rail- 
way stations being closed. On the Bray 
route from Blackrock “buses are the only 
means of conveyance for the general public. 
The. Dalkey road is well supplied by a 
irequent service of trams and several services 
of omnibuses. ‘Buses continue to serve pas- 
sengers arriving by the mail boats; taxicabs 
have also been much in evidence at the 
Carlisle Pier. 


TOURIST TRAFFIC, 

An /rish Times representative was in- 
fsrmed at the offices of the Irish Tourist 
Development Association in Dublin last nigh+ 
that the threatened railway strike had already 
aone some damage, and that should it take 
place, it will do considerable further injury to 
the tourist traffic. 

The bookings for August were very heavy, 
and for September they were much heavier 
than is usual for that month. 

In several imstances bookings have been 
cancelled; for, even though other means of 
transport might be made available, many 
people are nervous lest they should be dis- 
appointed. 

The Tourist Association is leaving nothing 
undone to provide transport facilities, and 
iourists need have little fear of not reaching 
ibeir destinations. 

The Killarney Tourist Association—-acting,

Ho was sure it was not the 
growers intenticn to charge too high a price 
to Messrs. Lamb Bros. and the others—a 

rice that would compel them to buy in a 
oreign market, and he also was sure that it 
was not the intention of Messrs. Lamb Bros. 
to pay the growers such a price as would 
render fruit-growing an uneconoriic pro- 
position. 

In conclusion, Mr. O'Reilly promised to 
make every effort to have the industry pro- 
tected and assisted, because he believed that 
Ireland's agricultural success largely depended 
on discovering districts that were suitable to 
& particular production, and. giving, all the 
assistance possiole to that production; 

He asked what the growers. would éonsider 
an economic price for the fruit, and Mr. P. 
Carragher, a large growér, said that any- 
thing under 4d. a pound was not, économic. 

Mr. . Dwyer, Messrs. Lamb Brothers’ 
agent in the district, said that. he had been 
instructed by the firm to say that the Irish 
fruit only supplied one-fourth. of the Irish 
jam manufacturers’ requirements, and they 
had to obtain the other three-fourths abroad. 
Scotch pulp was quoted-at £15 per ton on 
Saturday, while Messrs, Lamb Bros. and 
Messrs. Williams and Woods were paying the 
growers £26 a ton for their Irish trust in 
order to encourage the fruit-growing industry 
at home. A lot of the growers did not, think 
23d. a pound was much encouragement, and 
thought it was the intention of the Dublin 
manufacturers to crush them out of existence.

COMMITTEE APPOINTED. 

Mr. Markey (Julianstown) said that the 
meeting was probing in the dark without 
figures and statistics, and. suggested the 
setting up of a small committee, comprising 
the best. braing ‘of the two districts of Duleek 
and Julianstown, to go into the whole ques- 
tion thoroughly and report to a later meeting.

6d, Deduct from these prices—(1), 
Cost of the empty basket, about 3d.; ia 
cost of carriage, about 3d.; (3), cost of 
printed wrappers and labour tying them on: 
(4), cartage to rail; (5), commission for se'l- 
img—and what is there to shout about be- 
tween the price ‘on the roadside’ in Eng- 
land and the price delivered to the homes of 
the peopie in Dublin? . . . The strawberries 
now selling at 9d. to 1s. 2d. in Dublin are 
County Armagh fruit, costing anything from
